Government of Kerala hereby make the following further amendments 
to the Rules relating to the Middle Income Group Housing Scheme issued 
along with G. O. MS. No. 421/59 / L & LAD dated 19-5-1959. 

AMENDMENT 1 
The following shall be added to the existing scope of the scheme as last 
paragraph " loans will be granted to individuals or Co-operative Societies of 
persons who fulfil the above conditions" . 

AMENDMENT 2 
In the said Rules after the " Scope" of the Scheme and before Rule 1 (a ) 
the following shall be inserted namely : 

“ Rules 
Part I - Rules for grant of loans to individuals" 

AMENDMENT 3 
The following shall be added as Part II at the end, namely :-- 

Part I 
RULES FOR GRANTING LOANS TO CO- OPERATIVE SOCIETIES 
1. (a ) No society with a paid up capital of less than Rs. 30,000 is eligible 
for applying for loan under this Scheme. No member whose income is more 
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than Rs. 15,000 per annum shall be eligible for loan under this scheme: 
Generally loans shall not be advanced to a member who has a residential 
house already either in his own name or in the name of his wife or minor 
children . 

(b ) The maximum amountwhich may be given as loan to any member 
of the society will be limited to Rs. 20,000 per house or 80 % of the estimated 
cost of the house including the developed house site, whichever is less. 
Note :-An advance (out of the approved house building loan) may be 

permitted by the District Collector to an applicant for the 
purpose of completing the purchase of a developed plot of land 
(for the construction ofhouse) where he has already contributed 
50 % of the cost from his own resources, provided that the 
amount already paid by the applicant towards the cost of the 
plot is not less than 25 % of the total house building loan 

applied for by him and/or approved by the District Collector. 
(c) Any one or more of the following itemsmay be accepted as security 
for the advance asked for, for completing the purchase of a developed plot of 
land. 

(1) Landed properties to the value of the amount. 
(2) Government of India or State Government loan bonds to the 

value of the amount. 
(3) Insurance policies which have paid up value equal to the 

amount. 
(4 ) National Savings certificates to the value of the amount. 
(5) Personal surety of a Government servant whose pay is Rs. 500 

or above per mensem (and who has got a permanent post in 
Government service and who will be in Government service 

during the period of repayment of the advance ). 
(d ) The applicant should produce evidence to prove that he has made 
arrangements to purchase the plot and that he is contributing 50 % of the 
cost of plot himself. 

2. The accommodation to be provided in each house built under the 
Scheme should not be less than 400 sq. ft. of floor area and normally not 
more than 2500 sq . ft. The plan of the house shall provide for water borne 
latrine with arrangements for sanitary disposalof sewage through aqua privy, 
septic tank or a regular sewage . 

3. The following income slab is fixed for the issue of loans under the 
Scheme.

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4. The loans shall not be advanced to construct a house estimated to cost 
more than Rs: 30,000 exclusive of the cost of developed land. 

5. Every society who applies for loan under this Scheme shall contribute 
at least 20 % of the cost. 

6. The loan will bear interest at the rate of 6 % per annum or the rate 
fixed by Government from time to time. A penal interest of 2 per cent in 
addition to the usual rate will be charged on all over due instalments of 
principal and interest from the due date to the date of actual payment. 

7. The societies should not realise more than 1 % interest from their 
members above the rate at which loans are sanctioned by the State Govern 
ment. 

8. The loan amount applicd for by the society should not exceed the 
borrowing capacity of the society. 

9. The loan should be repaid in 390 monthly instalments, or in 25 annual 
equated instalments the first instalment being payable on the expiry of one 
year from the date of disbursement of the last instalment ofthe loan and the 
subsequent instalments on the corresponding dates of the succeeding months .. 

10. The loan amount should be utilised within one year of its disburse 
ment and only for the purpose for which it is sanctioned . 

11. The Government shall have a first charge on the land on which the 
house is proposed to be put up. 

12. The house put up with the aid of such loan will remain the property 
of Government till the entire amount of loan is repaid by the society. 

13. The entire assets of the society will be considered as security for the 
loan advanced by the Government and the securities offered to the society by 
the members for whom loan amounts have been disbursed will be considered 
as collateral security . 

14. The houses constructed with the loan will be insured against risk of 
fire etc., with the State Insurance Department (Fire Branch ) and the 
Insurance policy shall be assigned in favour of Government. 

15. Applications for loans under the Scheme from societies should be made 
in the form given in the Annexure to these rules. Applications from 
societies shall be addressed to the District Collector through the concerned 
Deputy Registrar of Co -operative Societies who will conduct an enquiry into 
thebona fides of the members of the societies who have applied for loan in 
form given as Annexure A and the necessity or otherwise of the applicants for 
putting up houses and the Deputy Registrar of Co -operative Societies will 
make appropriate recommendations to the District Collector within a period 
of one month from the date of receipt of the application without fail: 
Note : The society will forward duplicate copies of the application forms 

with copies of the latest audit orders and the monthly returns to 

the District Collector. 
16. The District Collector will sanction the loan after conducting the 
necessary enquiries . He will also be responsible for the prompt recovery of 
the loan amount from the respective societies, 


17. Applications for loans shall be accompanied by Plans of the sites 
and houses with approximate estimates of the same, duly certified by an 
officer of the status not below that of an Assistant Engineer, Public Works 
Department, who has jurisdiction over the locality in which the house is to 
be put up or a Civil Engineer qualified for appointment as Assistant Engi 
neer under Government. 

18. 20 % of the loan will be advanced to the parties concerned for 
starting construction works if sufficient sureties are offered , 50 % will be 
advanced when the construction work reaches the plinth level and the 
remaining 30 % will be paid when the construction work reaches roof level . 
The stage of construction should be certified by the Junior Engineer of the 
Public Works Department having jurisdiction over the area . 

19. The Society, will execute a mortgage Deed in the form given as 
Annexure " D " in favour of Government stipulating the terms and condi 
tions of repayment before the loan amount is paid . 

20. Loan will not be granted for a house , construction of which has 
been started before submitting a proper application to the Collector.

AND WHEREAS the mortgagee has been pleased to sanction a loan of

hereinafter appearing and subject to those contained in the rules to which 
themortgagor has also agreed . 

NOW THESE PRESENTS WITNESS as follows: 
In consideration of the mortgagee agreeing to advance a loan of 
Rs.. 

(Rupees in words also ) only to the mortgagor in the manner 
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hereinafter contained , the mortgagor hereby transfers by way of simple 
mortgage the immovable property mentioned and described in the schedule 
hereunder written together with the building to be constructed thereon to 
the intent that the said property and the building shall remain charged by 
way of security for the due and deligent repayment of the loan amount with 
interest and costs if any to the mortgagee and the mortgagee shall have first 
charge over the same. 

2. The loan amount shall be paid to the mortgagor by the mortgagee 
in the following manner : - 
(a ) A sum of Rs. 

shall be paid on the mortgagor 
producing a certificate from the competent authority prescribed by the rules 
to the effect that the construction of the building has reached the plinth 
level. 
(b ) The balance amount of Rs.

by the rules to the effect that the construction of the building has reached 
the roof level. 

3. The mortgagor hereby assures the mortgagee that the properties 
hereby charged are free from any encumbrance or charge of any description : 
whatsoever and are not subject to any attachment or restraint on alienation . 

4. The mortgagor shall not during the continuance of this security 
create any mortgage, lien or charge by way of hypothecation , pledge or 
otherwise create encumbrance of any kind whatsoever in respect of the 
properties described in the schedule hereto or let or lease them and the same 
shall remain and continue to remain free from any encumbrance or liability 
whatsoever. 

5. The loan shall bear interest at the rate of.... per cent per annum . 

6. The loan shall be repaid by the mortgagor in ...... instalments of 
Rs......... each . The first instalment shall become due on the date of 
expiry of one year from the date of disbursement of the last instalmentof 
the loan amount and thereafter the subsequent instalments shall become 
due on the corresponding days of the succeeding months until the loan is 
fully repaid . The interest due on the loan amount outstanding on the date 
of payment of an instalment shall be paid along with that instalment. 
Provided however it is open to the mortgagor to repay the loan earlier than 
the period of years. 

7. The Mortgagor shall distribute the loan only to such of the 
members of the society as are approved by the District Collector . 

8. The mortgagor shall not realise more than 1 % interest from the 
members of the society above the rate at which the loan is sanctioned . 

9. The entire assets of the mortgagor shall be considered as security 
for the loan advanced by the Government and the securities offered by the 
members for whom loan amounts have been utilised will be considered as 
collateral security . 
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10. The mortgagor shall allow its members to whom the loans are 
distributed by them to repay the lo.in amount in not more than 25 years in 
monthly instalments from the date on which the loan was granted to them . 

11. The mortgagor shall remit the instalments either in the Govern 
ment Treasury on countersigned chalans obtained from the... ..and 
the chalan receipts forwarded to the or pay to the Tahsildar concerned by 
means of cheques drawn on the Reserve Bank of India , the State Bank of 
India , Scheduled Banks and other Banks approved by Goverriment.as laid 
down under Rule 89 (a ) of section 1 part III vol. I of Kerala Treasury 
Code. 

12. If any instalment of principal or interest is not paid on the due 
date , a penal interest at the rate of 2 % in addition to the usual rate shall 
be paid on such amounts as are not paid on the due dates. 

13. The mortgagor - shall see that the agreements executed by the 
members to whom the loans are granted provide for the houses put up with 
the aid of the loan being treated as the property of Government until the 
entire loan amount and interest due to the society are paid and also that 
such members maintain in houses in good repair. 

14. If the mortgagor commits three consecutive defaults in payment of 
the instalments themembers shall be evicted from the houses, the amount 
so far paid by the society forfeited to the mortgagee . 

15. The loan amount shall be utilised only for the purpose for which it 
is sanctioned . Each instalment of the loan referred to in clause 2 above shall 
be utilised within 4 months from the date of its disbursement. 

16. In case the mortgagor fails to receive the entire loan amount or 
part thereof due to any of the society s fault the Government shall have 
power and authority to realise the loan amount outstanding with interest and 
costs in any of the manner herein provided. 

17. The building constructed with the loan amount shall be insured 
against loss or damage by fre and other risks with the State Insurance 
Department and the Policy shall be assigned in favour of the Governor of 
Kerala. The policy shall be kept alive till the entire loan amount with 
interest is repaid. All expenses regarding such insurance and the premia 
shall be paid by the mortgagor. 

18. In case the mortgagor fails to comply with all or any of the terms 
and conditions on which the said loan has been grantei either by applying 
the loan amount or any part thereofotherwise than as provided in the said 
rules or shall not duly repay the amount of the said loan or any part thereof 
or any interest thereon or any part thereof or commit breach of allor any 
of the terms and conditions herein contained then and in any such case the 
mortgagee, his successors or assigns shall be competent to recover the entire 
sum then outstanding in a lump atonce and the mortgagee shall have power 
to proceed against the security properties recover such sum and the mort 
gagee shall have all the powers vested in a mortgagee under sections 69 and 
69A of Transfer of Property Act (Act XIV of 1882 ). 
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19. The houses put up with the aid of the loan will remain the property > 
ofGovernment until the entire loan amount and interest are repaid by the 
society . 

20. If the mortgagor shall duly comply with all the terms and condi. 
tions of these presents and repay the amount in full with interest the mort. 
gagee, his successors or assigns shall thereupon at the request and cost of the 
mortgagor retransfer the mortgaged properties to the mortgagor. 

21. Without prejudice to the rights of the mortgage under clause 16 
supra all sums found due to the mortgagee under or by virtue of these 
presents shall be recoverable from themortgagor s properties mentioned and 
described in the schedule hereunder written and from other properties 
movable and immovable of the society or of its individual members as the 
casemay be as arrears of land revenue under the provisions of the Revenue 
Recovery Act for the time being in force or in any other manner as the 
mortgagee may deem fit .

DECISION 
The Government of Kerala has referred the Award passed by the Indus 
trial Tribunal, Trivandrum in I. D.-41/60 and published in Kerala Gazette 
No. 34 dated 20th August 1963 to the Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum by 
its Order No. 12770 /H2/64 /HLD . dated 16-6-1964 for interpretation of 
certain issues, in pursuance of the powers conferred by sub - section (1) of 
Section 36A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Act 14 of 1947) . 
Subsequently, the Industrial Tribunal, Alleppey was abolished as per Order 
No. G. 0. (MS) 790 /64 /HLD . dated 30-10-1964 and the Headquarters of the 
Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum was shifted to Alleppey with effect from 
1-12-1964 and redesignated as Industrial Tribunal, Alleppey . The issues 
referred for interpretation are the following : 
( 1) Whether the employees are entitled to arrears of increment for 1961 

and 1962 as per para 23 of the Award in I. D. 41/60 of the Indus 

trial Tribunal, Trivandrum . 
( 2) Whether the pay of the employees as on 1-1-1963 is to be inclusive 

of the incrementof 1963 also as per para 24 (1) of the Award in 

I. D. No. 41 of 1960 of the Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum . 
The Quilon Industrial and Commercial Staff Association submitted a 
clarification statement in which it was contended as under : 

In I. D. 41/1960, the Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum , held that the 
employees are entitled to get the increment provided nder the previous 
Award ( I. D. 74/1957 ) for the years 1961 and 1962 , which has been suspended 
from payment by the Managements concerned . It was also held that the 
pay of the employees on 1-1-1963 would be the pay calculated on the basis 
of the previous Award with annual increments due up till 1-1-1963. 

The majority of the Managements did not implement the Award in full . 
They refused to pay incremental arrears for 1961 and 1962 and the incre 
ment for the year 1963, contrary to the terms of the Award . Messrs. S. G. & 
Sons Tile Works, K. Kesavan & Sons Tile Works and Ithikara Tile Works, 
Chathannoor have implemented the Award in full. 
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The employees concerned , received whatever amounts thatwere paid by 
the Managements under protest and the Union took up the matter before the 
Special Officer for Evaluation and Implementation of Awards and also the 
Labour Commissioner, but the efforts of the Special Officer and Labour 
Commissioner proved futile in pursuading the Managements to implement 
the Award in full. 

On a perusal of Para 23 and 24 of the "Award in I. D. 41/60 it is quite 
clear that the Staff Members are entitled to the incremental arrears of 1961 
and 1962 and the increment due to them on 1-1-1963 . The intention mani 
fested in the Award is unambiguous and clear. The - refusal of the Manage 
ments to implement the Award accordingly is contrary to the clear directions 
of the Award . Therefore, this Tribunalmay be pleased to decide the matter 
as follows : 
(a ) The staff members are entitled to the incremental arrears for the 

years 1961 and 1962 . 
(b ) They are also entitled to the increment due on 1-1-1963. 

The Managements Nos. 1, 2, 3 , 4 and 8 submitted a joint reply state 
ment. The Managements Nos. 5 , 6 and 7 did not care to make any appear 
ance despite accepting summons from the Court. The contentions in the 
reply statement are as follows : 

The reference of this matter under Section 36A (1) of the Industrial Dis 
putes Act is illegal. Section 36A (1) contemplates that the appropriate Gov 
ernment should form its own opinion that there is the difficulty or doubt as to 
the interpretation ofany provision of an Award or settlement, and it is only 
on the formation of such an opinion that it could refer the matter to the Tri 
bunal for decision . In this case the reference order states that a doubt has 
arisen between the Management and their workmen represented by the 
Quilon Industrial and Commercial Staff Association as to the interpretation 
of certain portions of paragraphs 23 and 24 of the Award in I. D. No. 41/60 . 
The difference of opinion between the parties will not by itself constitute a 
doubt or difficulty as contemplated by Section 36A ( 1) . The Government has 
neither independently considered nor formed any opinion whether there is 
really any difficulty or doubt as to the interpretation of the said paragraphs 
of the Award . In these circumstances this reference under Section 36A (1) 
is illegal and the Honourable Tribunal has no jurisdiction to entertain it. 

The Award has really been implemented by the Managements in full. 
The Special Officer for Evaluation and Implementation of Awards and the 
Labour Commissioner were not ofopinion that the Award was not imple 
mented in full. 

Under the Award the pay scale of the staff members as on 1-1-1963 
before the adjustments provided in para 24 of the Award are the pay cal. 
culated on the basis of the previous Award (that is, in I. D. 74/1957 ) with 
increments for the years 1961 and 1962 and not for 1963 also . The words 
" with annual increments due up ti !! 1-1-1963" cannot be construed to 
include the increment due on 1-1-1963 especially, in view of the fact that the 
indications of the para 23 of the Award that the employees would be entitled 


to the increments provided under the previous Award for the years 1961 and 
1962 " , clearly excludes 1963. Their scales of pay in the new Award after 
fitment and adjustments, commence from 1-1-1963 and under that Award 
the first increment fell due only on 1-1-1964. Therefore, there is no question 
of another increment on 1-1-1963 over and above of fitment and adjustments. 

The Award in I. D. 74/57, in so far as, it related to the pay scales and 
dearness allowance was quashed by the High Court so that that Award in 
respect of the pay scales and the D. A. is non est in Law . No benefit is 
therefore available to the members of the staff from that Award . In the 
Award on I. D. 41/60 the Tribunal has clearly rejected the Unions demand 
for retrospective cffect from any date prior to 1-1-1963 . Therefore , the 
benefits under the Award are available only from 1-1-1963. In these 
circumstances it is inconceivable how the Association could claim any pay 
ments as incremental arrears for 1961 and 1962. 

Themanagements concluded their statement with a rayer that a finding 
may be entered into, to the effect that the Managements have already im 
plemented the Award in full, that they have nothing more to do in the 
implementation of the same. 

The Learned Counsels then argued the case and have also submitted 
their argument notes respectively 

Sri Muralidharan , the Learned representative of the Managements 
argued vehemently on a preliminary objection namely, the invalidity of the 
reference under Section 36A . He has asserted as follows: 

This reference under Section 36A (1) is invalid because the Government 
had not, before making the reference, applied its mind and satisfied itself that 
there has arisen a doubt as to the interpretation of the relevant provisions of 
this Award . Government states, that a doubt has arisen between the 
Management and their workers. If only the Government itself feels a doubt 
then alone a reference under Section 36A is justified. Here in this case , the 
Government does not say that it feels any such doubt and so the reference 
is invalid . 

Sri C. M. Steaphen, the Learned Counsel for the Union met this 
argument by affirming that the contentions of the Management that the 
Government must feel doubt or difficulty in the matter of the interpretation 
of the Award is unsustainable. To enrich his position he has cited the ruling 
of the Supreme Court the scope of Section 36A , reported in 1963 II 
LLJ 89 at page 96 . 

Section 36 A of the Industrial Disputes Act reads as follows: 
“ 36 A - Power to Remove difficulties: 
(1) If , in the opinion of the appropriate Government, any difficulty or 

doubt arises as to the interpretation of any provision of an Award 
or settlement, it may refer the question to such Labour Court, 

Tribunal or National Tribunal as itmay think fit. 
(2 ) The Labour Court, Tribunal or National Tribunal to which such 

question is referred shall, after giving the parties an opportunity 
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of being heard decide such question and its decisions shall be 

final and binding on all such parties." 
The specific wordings in the reference order are as follows: 
“ Whereas the Government are of opinion that a doubt has arisen between 
the Managements of . 

.and their workmen represented by 
as to the interpretation of certain portions of para 
23 and 24 .. 

...and, whereas in the opinion 
of Government it is necessary to refer the said matter for inter 

pretation , 
On a clear reading of Section 36 A ( 1) it is seen that the only criterion 
for referring any question is, when in the opinion of the Government any 
difficulty.or doubt has arisen as to the interpretation of any provision of an 
Award or settlement. Therefore, the condition precedent for reference under 
Section 36 A is that the Government must have an opinion that a doubt or 
difficulty has arisen in the matter of interpretation . The reference Order in 
this matter very clearly specifics that in the opinion of the Government a 
doubt has arisen in the matter of interpretation of certain provisions in the 
Award in I. D.41/60. The Section does not point out that the Government 
itself should feel any doubt or difficulty with regard to the interpretation of 
the provisions referred to . 

In the ruling cited by the Learned Counsel for the Union , their Lord 
ships of the Supreme Court were distinguishing Section 36 A from Section 
33 C (2 ) of the Industrial Disputes Act. Their Lordships have observed as 
follows: 
“ Section 36 A deals merely with a question of interpretation of the 

Award where a dispute arises in that behalf between workmen and 
the employer and the appropriate Government is satisfied that the 

dispute deserves to be resolved by reference under Section 36 A ” . 
In the light of the above observation any sane person can come to the 
conclusion that a dispute in the matter of interpretation of the Award should 
arise between the workmen and the employer and the Government must be 
satisfied that the dispute deserves to be resolved by reference under Section 
36A . Therefore, I hold that there is no force at all in the argument of the 
Learned Representative of the Managements and so the reference under 
Section 36 A is valid and legal. 

With regard to the merits of the case the Learned representative of the 
Vanagements argued as follows: 

The Tribunal has categorically denied retrospective effect for his new 
Award for the period prior to 1-1-1963. The old Award namely, Award in 
I. D. 74/57 has become non est in Law for having been quashed by the 
Honourable High Court. The statement in the Award in I. D. 41/60 in 
Para 23 that 
" the employees whould be entitled to get the increments provided under 

the previous Award for the years 1961 and 1962" 
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therefore, cannot operate. The Tribunal has passed a new Award and has 
given it retrospective effect from a particular date. It cannot pass or revive 
any other Award for any period . The utmost it can do is to provide for 
fitment and adjustinents of its award . Therefore , the present award cannot 
be interpreted to provide for the incremental arrears. 

With regard to the issue No. (2), that is , for increment on 1-1-1963, the 
Learned representative of the Managements strongly asserted that the words 
" increment due up till 1-1-1963" do not include the increment due on 
1-1-1963. Hehasalso expatiated on the meaning of the word " till " referring 
to Webstairs New International Dictionary. 

The Learned Counsel for the Union rebutted the aforementioned 
argument as follows: 

The finding of the Industrial Tribunal is unambiguous and is to the 
effect that the employees are entitled to get the increments. The contention 
of the Managements is that increments need only be added on and not paid . 
The increments in question are characterised by the Award as “ which have 
been suspended from payment and not suspended from added on from 
year to year . Therefore, it is abundantly clear that the direction is for the 
payment of the arrears of increment. 

With regard to pay of employees as on 1-1-1963 is to be inclusive of the 
increment of 1963 as per para 24 (1) of the Award , the contentions of the 
Managements are baseless and unjustified . When the question of payment 
of salary on 1-1-1963 is scrutinised , it is clearly seen that on every first of 
January the specified increment should be added on to the salary which was 
received by the employee during the previous December . 

The last portion of para 23 of the Award in I. D. 41/60 reads as 
follows: 
" The employees, would , at the same time, be entitled to get the incre 

ments provided under the previous award for the years 1961 and 
1962 and which have been suspended from payment by the Manage 
ments concerned during the years. I may state in this connection 
that the Managements having accepted the terms under that Award 
and implemented them till the end of 1960, were not justified in 
refusing the increment that have accrued to the employees from 

1961 onwards . 
The trend of the arguments of the Learned representative of the 
Managements shows that the concerned Managements are unhappy and 
agitated against the aforesaid observations of the Learned Predecessor 
Tribunal in the Award in I. D.41/60 . This Award as mentioned above was 
published in the Kerala Gazette No. 34 dated , 20th August 1963. If the 
Managements were really aggrieved by the said observations they could have 
sought their remedy from any of the ſuperior Courts ; but it appears that 
they have never thought about it Further, in pursuance of Section 36A this 
Tribunal is not entitled to review or modify the award ,passed by this Court 
but can only clarify the provisions of the Award where a difficulty or doubt 
has arisen about the interpretation of the provisions . 
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The Learned Predecessor Tribunal has specifically observed that the 
employees would be entitled to get the increments provided under the pre 
vious Award for the years 1961 and 1962. It was also observed that the 
Managements were not justified in refusing the increments that have accrued 
to the employees from 1961 onwards. The observations according to me are 
neither nebulous nor ambiguous. Therefore the employees are entitled to 
get the arrears of increments due to them for the years 1961 and 1962 as per 
para 23 of the Award in I. D.41/60 of the Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum . 

Para 24 ( 1) of the Award in I. D. 41/60 reads as follows: 
“ The pay of the employees under the Managements on 1-1-1963 would 

be the pay calculated on the basis of the previous Award (with 
annual increments due up till 1-1-1963). All employees whose pay 
calculated on the above basis would fit in a stage in the new scale 
(prescribed under this Award ) should be fitted in the new scale 
accordingly . If the pay of an employee as on 1-1-1963 would not 
fit in the new scale, he should be stepped up to the next step in the 

new scale " . 
The relevant words the meaning of which are to be clarified , are " annual 
increments due up till 1-1-1963" . If the Learned Predecessor was of opinion 
that the increments due on 1-1-1963 need not be referred , it could have been 
then stated as increments due up till 31-12-1962. Since it is specifically 
stated that the increment due up till 1-1-1963 is to be considered and 
calculated for the payment of salary on 1-1-1963, it is quite clear that the 
increment due on 1-1-1963 also should be added . Since I do not find any 
reason to justify any further discussion on this matter, I hereby hold thatthe 
pay of the employees as on 1-1-1963 is to be inclusive of the increment of 1963 
also as per para 24 (1) of the Award in I. D.41/60 of the Industrial Tribunal, 
Trivandrum . 

Thus, I pass this decision in termsspecified above . This Decision shall 
come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Govern 
ment Gazette .

AWARD 
This is an industrial dispute between the 7 managements above named 
and workmen represented by the General Secretary , Ernakula istrict 
Private Motor Transport Workers Union , Ernakulam . It was referred for 
adjudication to the Industrial Tribunal, Ernakulam by Government Order 
No. G. O. Rt. 1278 dated 25-4-1964 of the Health and Labour (H ) Depart 
ment. It was subsequently transferred to this Tribunal on the abolition of 
the Ernakulam Tribunal. The issues referred are 

(1) Bonus for the years 1961-62 and 1962-63. 

(2 ) Confirmation of workers. 
2. In the clarification statement filed by the Union their case is set out 
as follows: The employers shown in the order of reference are private 
motor transport operators running buses in the Vypeen - Island routes. The 
Coastal Transport Service, and the Rambha Motor Service are operating 
under a single management pooling their operational costs and profits. The 
rest of them have their own buses managed by themselves. The running 
of passenger buses in the Vypeen route is a very profitable business and 
each of the managements are making considerable profits each year. 
The Managements are employing a large number of their workmen on a 
temporary basis deliberately to avoid the statutory obligations though all 
the workmen employed are doing work of a permanent nature. This union 
has on its rolls a large majority of the workmen employed by the employers. 
It placed a demand before the employers inter alia requesting them to pay 
bonus at the rate of 122 % of their total earnings for the years 1961-62 and 
1962-63 and also to confirm the workers employed by each employer . 
However, on these two items, there could not be any settlement in spite of 
conciliation proceedings. Hence this reference. The demand for bonus 
at 123 % of the total earnings for the years mentioned above is very reason . 
able and ought to be allowed. The Managements should also be directed 
to confirm the workmen employed by them on a temporary basis , with effect 
from 1-1-1964. The number of buses owned by each of the employers, the 
number of permanent and temporary workers employed by them and the 
service of the temporary workers are shown in the statement submitted 
herewith as Annexure - A to this statement. The dispute covered by this 
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reference between ManagementNo. 5 (St. Johns Motor Service, Ayyam 
palli ) and their workmen have been settled and hence no relief is claimed 
against that employer. TheManagement of employer No. 6 ( Thundathil 
Bus Service, Cherai) has closed down the running of one bus and 7 workers 
therein are not employed by them now . But they are working in the years 
1961-62 and 1962-63 and so they are entitled to get the bonus as demanded . 

3. Employers Nos. 1 to 4 in the order ofreference also have settled their 
disputes with their workmen out of court. Employer No. 3 , (Manager, 
Vypeen Union Transports, Nayarambalam ) and the Union have filed a 
Joint Memorandum of Settlement on 31-8-1964 praying for an award in 
terms thereof. The workmen of employer No. 4 (Manager, Vypeen Motor 
Transports , Edayanakad ) have filed a petition on 6-2-1965 withdrawing 
their claims against theManagement. The dispute, therefore, survives and 
it is pressed only as against employers 6 and 7 in the reference. 

4. In the written statement filed by Management No. 6 ( Thundathil 
Bus Service , Cherai) they contend that their business has ended a loss in 
both the years 1961-62 and 1962-63 . Therefore, they are not liable to pay 
any bonus for want of an available surplus of profits. On the question of 
confirmation they contend that the Union has no case against them regard 
ing issue No. 2 and that they have given confirmation to all their workers 
in permanent places. 

5. In the written statement filed on 19-8-1964 by employer No. 7 (Sree 
Venkiteswara Transport, Palliport), they contend as follows: The reference 
itself is not maintainable so far as this Management is concerned . The 
workmen employed by this Management have not raised any demands nor 
have they authorised the union to place demands on their behalf and raise 
a dispute. There is no dispute between this management and their work 
men on the question of bonus for the years 1961-62 and 1962-63 or on the 
question of confirmation of workers. No such dispute has ever arisen nor 
was there any such dispute at the time of the reference. Even the Union s 
statement does not disclose which workmen of the Management, if at all, 
claim confirmation . The reference is, therefore, invalid and this Tribunal 
has no jurisdiction to adjudicate on thematters referred . On the merits also, 
no case is made out by the Union . The trading result of the Management 
for 1961-62 and 1962-63 does not justify the grant of any bonus to the 
workers as prayed for by the Union . The Union has also not specified its 
claim on the question of confirmation . The Management, therefore , craves 
leave to file a supplementary written statement, if and when , proper claims 
are made by the Union . 

6. Management No. 6 examined MWI and produced Ext. Mi to M4. 
Mánagement No. 7 has not adduced any evidence. The Union examined 
WWs 1 to 3 and produced Ext. Wi. 
7. Management No. 7 : Sree Venkiteswara Transports, Palliport: 

The case against this Ianagement may be considered first. This 
Management have raised the contention that the reference itself is incompet 
ent as against them on the ground that there is no dispute between them 
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and their workmen on either of the two matters referred for adjudication 
and that their workmen have also not authorised the Union to raise this 
dispute on their behalf. WW1 and WW2are the two witnesses examined 
by the Union to substantiate their case against Management No. 7. WW1 
claims to be the Secretary of the Ernakulam District Private Motor Trans 
port Workers Union . He proves Ext. W1which purports to be an authori 
sation signed by 11 workers under this Management, authorising him to 
represent them before this Tribunal in this case. This witness has however 
not appeared for cross-examination and so his evidence has to be completely 
discarded . WW2 claims to be an employee under the ManagementNo. 7. 
He says that there are 13 workmen under this Management and that none 
of them have been confirmed though they have put in more than 2 years of 
service. He also swears that their claim for bonus for the two years in 
question has not been met hy the Management. I consider that the evi 
dence of this witness is totally insufficient to prove that there is any dispute 
between the Management No. 7 and their workmen or that the Union is 
competent to represent the workmen . It is very significant in this connec 
tion to note that in the Union statement there is no list of workmen em 
ployed by Management No. 7. In Annexure A to the Union Statement 
it is stated that details regarding the workmen employed by the Manage 
ment No. 7 will be submitted later. Till now those details have not been 
furnished . There is also no evidence to show that a majority of the workers 
employed by Management No. 7 or atleast a substantial number of them 
are members of the Union . Again , WW2, on his own showing, entered 
service under Management No. 7 only in April, 1963. So he is not entitled 
in any event to claim bonus for the period involved in this case. In these 
circumstances I am compelled to hold that no relief can be given in this 
reference as against Management No. 7 in respect of either of the two 
demands made by the Union . 
8. Management No. 6 : Thundathil Bus Service, Cherai: 

(a ) Issue No. I, Bonus for the years 1961-62 and 1962-63. - Bonus is 
claimed at the rate of 121 % of the total earnings for the above 2 years. 
The claim is based on the ground ofsurplus profits . The contention of the 
Management is that instead ofmaking profits they have really been working 
at a loss during the aforesaid 2 years. To substantiate their contention they 
have produced the relevant balance sheets and profit and loss accounts . 

The Balance sheet and profit and loss account for the year ending 31st 
March , 1962 are Exts. Miand M2 respectively and the Balance sheet and 
profit and loss account for the year ending 31st March , 1963 are Exts. M3 
and M4 respectively . These documents are proved by MWI, who is the 
proprietor of Thundathil Bus Service. WW3 is the only witness examined 
by the Union in support of their case as against this Management. He 
gives evidence only on issue 2 , viz ., confirmation of workers. He has 
nothing to say on the question of bonus. 

9. Ext. M2, profit and loss account for the year ending 31st March , 
1962 shows that the year ended in a loss of Rs. 3,702.91 Ext. M4, 
profit and loss account for 1963 shows that that year ended in a loss of

Rs. 14,001-96 P. even without taking into account depreciation . The 
balance sheets and profit and loss accounts produced in this case are all 
certified by Chartered Accountants and so they have to be presumed as 
correct until the contrary is shown . 

10. In the cross-examination of MW1, the only items challenged by the 
Union counsel are those relating to interest , vehicles tax , company 
expenses and spare parts . In Ext. M2 the interest shown is 
Rs. 3,392-47 P. while in Ext. M4 the interest shown is Rs. 13,142-29 P. 
When questioned about this wide disparity , MW1 says that it is because 
interest which was not paid in 1962was paid in 1953. In Ext. M2, vehicle 
tax is shown as Rs. 2,992.50 P. while in Ext. M4 "vehicle tax shown as 
Rs. 17,272-50 P. Questioned about this disparity, MW1 says that it is 
because arrears of tax due for the previous year was paid in 1963. In 
Ext. M2, company expenses is shown as Rs. 1,660-85 P. MW1explains 
this by saying that it represents expenses incurred for celebrations and for 
inspection of the vehicles by the T. V. S. men In Ext. M2, the cost of 
spare parts is shown as Rs. 18,675-32 P. MW1 swears that spare parts 
would include costly parts also 

11. On the strength of the above evidence, learned counsel for the Union 
argues that Exts . Mi to M4 do not give a true and correct picture of the trad 
ing results for the two years . He argues that in respect of the year 1961-62, 
50 % of the spare parts must be treated as capital expenditure, 10 % of 
Rs. 7,133.13 p . shown as depreciation must be added back, 10 % of repair 
charges shown as Rs. 5,282.57 p . should be added back and the whole 
amount of Rs. 1,660.85 p . shown as company expenses should also be added 
back and that if these amounts are all added back, there would be a surplus 
profit ofRs. 8,537.17 p . for that year. With regard to the year 1963, he 
argues that 50 % of the spare parts must be treated as capital expenditure , 
Rs. 10,000 should be added back from the item interest , Rs. 8,272-50 p . 
shoud be added back from the item vehicle tax and Rs. 1,207.05 p . should 
be added back from the item sundry expenses . This would , according to 
him , result in a surplus profit of Rs. 13,495.69 p. for the year 1963. 

12. I am afraid I cannot agree with the arguements of the learned 
counsel for the Union . The Union has not challenged the correctness of the 
figures shown in the balance sheets and profit and loss accounts. The 
Union has also not called for the production of the accounts by the Manage 
ment with a view to impugne their genuineness. Nor have they filed a 
worksheet or called for break-up figures from the Management. In these 
circumstances it appears to me that the attack on Ext. Mi to M4 cannot be 
countenanced . The contention that the arrears of interest and vehicle tax 
due for the year 1962 but paid only in 1963 should not be brought to the 
debit side does not appear to be sound in view of the decisions reported in 
1958 (1) LLJ 711 and 1961 (I) LLJ 415. (The former case related to lay-off 
compensation and the latter case to bad debts. It was held that though 
they were payable in the previous years , they could be debited in the year 
in which they were actually paid .) In my view the only item to which 
exception can be taken is the item shown as company expenses in Ext. M2. 
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The amount shown thereunder is how ever only Rs. 1,660.85 p . Even ifthey 
whole of this amount is added back there will be no available surplus for the 
year 1961-62. I accordingly hold that the workmen are not entitled to any 
bonus for the years 1961-62 and 1962-63 . 

13. (b ) Issue 2 : Confirmation of workers.- Paragraph 9 of the Union state 
ment states thus: " The Management of employer No. 6 , Thundathil Motor 
Service has closed down the running of one bus and 7 workers therein are 
not employed by him now ." In view of this adinission , those workers 
cannot certainly be given confirmation . WW3 also admits that the 
Management is running only one bus now and that there are only 7 workers 
under the Management including himself. In Annexure A to the Union 
statement it is stated that the details regarding the workmen to be confirmed 
will be submitted later. But no such details have been furnished till now . 
In paragraph 2 of the reply statement of the Management they have stated 
that they have given confirmation to all their workers in permanent places. 
In the absence of full particulars regarding the workers to be confirmed, it is 
not possible to decide who all are entitled to confirmation . As for WW3, 
though he calls himself a checker, he is seen to be only a cleaner. He admits 
that the owner of a single bus need employ only casual labour for cleaning 
the bus. In view of this, I think it would be hard upon the Management to 
give confirmation to a worker likeWW3. Hence I hold that no relief can be 
given to the Union under this issue either. 

13. In the result I pass an award dismissing the dispute against Manage 
ments Nos. 1, 2 , 4 and 5 awarding relief as per the terms of Annexure given 
below as againstManagement No. 3 and refusing relief as against Manage 
ment No. 6 and 7. This award shall come into force on the expiry of 30 
days after its publication in the Government Gazette.

(ii ) " instrument" means an instrument of sale , exchange , gift, mort 
gage with possession or lease in perpetuity of immovable property on which 
transfer duty is leviable under section 71 the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 
( Act 32 of 1960 ) but does not include instruments of sale of hcreditory rights , 
sales of fisheries and gifts falling under the definitions of settlement in the 
Stamp Act and certificates of sale ; 

(iii ) Inspector General of Registration " means the Inspector 
Generalof Registration of Kerala duly appointed by the Government of 
Kerala ; 

(iv ) " registering officer" means an officer of the Registration Depart 
ment of Kerala State who is authorised to register any instrument; 

( v) “ Stamp Act” means the Kerala Stamp Act 1959 (Act 17 
of 1959) ; 

(vi) " transfer duty" means the duty on transfer of property leviable 
under section 71 of the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (Act 32 of 1960) . 

(vii) All words and expressions not defined in these rules shall have 
the meaning respectively assigned to them by the Stamp Act and the rules 
thereunder . 

3. Provisions of the Stamp Act lo apply to transfer duty .- (i) All the provi. 
sions of the Stamp Act and the rules made thereunder shall, so for asmay be , 
apply in relation to the transfer duty as they apply in relation to the duty 
chargeable under that Act.

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(ii) Where transfer duty or any portion thereof is less than ten paise 
such duty or portion shall not be collected . 

4. Duties of rigistering officers in regard to the particulars to be set forth in 
instruments.- (1) Whenever any instrument is presented for registration to 
any registering officer, he shall see whether the particulars referred to in 
section 28 of the Stamp Act are set forth in the instrument separately as 
required by the said section read with section 71 (2 ) ( a ) of the herala 
Panchayats Act, 1960 and shall also ensure that the name of the Panchayat 
within whose jurisdiction the property concerned is situated , is set forth 
clearly in the instrument. 

(2 ) If the said particulars be not so separately set forth in the instru 
ment, the registering officer shall impound it and forward it in original to 
the Collector, calling his attention to section 62 of the Stamp Act, read with 
section 71 (2 ) (b ) of the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960. 

(3 ) The duty leviable on an instrument of exchange shall be regula 
ted as follows: 

(a ) if the values of the properties exchanged are unequal, the duty 

shall be levied on the value of the property of the greater 

value ; 
(b ) if the values of the properties exchanged are equal, the higher 

amount of duty leviable shall be levied . 
5. Maintenance and consolidation of accounts in respect of transfer dulg. 
(1) (a ) Every registering officer shall maintain an account ofthe duty paid 
in respect of each instrument registered by him showing separately the duty 
imposed by the Stamp Act, and the transfer duty . 

(6) The said account shall be consolidated quarterly for each 
Taluk by the Inspector General of Registration . 

(c) The Inspector General of Registration may issue executive 
instructions regarding the maintenance of accounts by registering officers in 
this behalf and the form in which the consolidated accounts for cach quarter 
are to be forwarded . 

(2 ) In the case of instruments which do not come into the hands of 
the registering officers owing to the fact that they are not compulsorily regis 
terable under section 17 of the Indian Registration Act, 1908 (Central Act 
16 of 1908 ) the Collector, before whom any such instrument is produced 
under section 31 or section 41 of the Stamp Act or who impounds any such 
instrument under section 33 of the said Act or receives a certificate of the 
duty and penalty paid in respect of any such instrument or the original of 
any such instrument under section 37 ofthat Act, shall keep an account of 
the duty paid in respect of each such instrument showing separately the duty 
imposed by the Stamp Act and the transfer duty and forward to the District 
Registrar concerned within one month after the close of each quarter, a 
quarterly consolidated account with particulars in the case of each such 
instrument regarding the names of the executant and claimant, the date of 
execution , the nature of the t ansaction , the amount on which the transfer 
duty is leviable and the description of the property . 
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( 3) If, in any case, it is impossible to recover the full duty payable 
on any instrument, then, only such portion of the duty realised on such 
instrument as in excess of the duty imposed by the Stamp Act shall be treated 
in the accounts referred to in this rule as transfer duty. 

6. Collector to forward to the District Registrar concerned quarterly statement of 
refunds of transfer duty.-- Every Collector who sanctions a refund of the transfer 
duty paid on any instrument shall forward to the District Registrar concerned 
within onemonth after the close of each quarter a state.nent oi instruments 
in respect of which such refunds were sanctioned during the quarter noting 
therein the amount of the transfer duty refunded and the particulars referred 
to in rule 5 (2 ) in respect of each such instrument. 

7. Allotment of amounts to Panchayats.- (1) The amount payable to the 
Panchayats concerned shall represent the transfer duty paid less a deduction 
of three per cent thereof on account of the collection charges of the transfer 
duty and the amount of refunds referred to in rule 6 , if any , such collection 
charges being credited to the account of the Registration Department. 

(2) Intimation regarding the amount payable to the Panchayats as 
referred to in sub rule (1) shall be sent by the Inspector General of Regis 
tration to the Director of Panchayats within two months after the close of 
cach quarter. The Director shall, as soon as may be, after the receipt of the 
intimation , allot 75 per cent of the total collection from each Taluk to the 
Panchayats in that Taluk in proportion to the population of the Panchayat 
arca according to latest published census figures. The remaining 25 per cent 
of the collection from the area of each Taluk shall be distributed to the 
Panchayats in the Taluk in such proportion as may be fixed by the Director 
having regard to the area , available resources and needs of development of 
the Panchayats and the cost of Panchayat administration . 

(3 ) If any document for which duty or transfer of property is 
collected by a Registering Officer relates to properties situated in different 
Taluks, the details of those properties and the duty realised for such docu 
ment shall be furnished separately by the Inspector General of Registration 
to the Director of Panchayats and the latter shall_fix the amount to be 
credited to the Panchayats in each of the different Taluks after taking into 
consideration the value of the property involved in the document and lying 
in the different Taluks. Such fixation by the Director of Panchayats shall 
be final. 

( 4) The Director shall send intimation of the amount of duty on 
transfer of property due to each Panchayat to the concerned District 
Treasury Officers, quarterly . 

8. Transf: credit of amounts to the P. D. accounts of Panchayats. - On 
receiving intimation from the Director , of the amount due to each Panchayat, 
the District Treasury Officers shall arrange the transfer credit of the annount 
due to each Panchayat, 

9. Co-operative Societies to be exempled from the operation of the rules. -- All 
instruments executed by or on behalf of any registered co -operative soc ety, 
by an officer or member of such society shall be exempted from the operation 
of these rules . 


10. Applicability of certain provision in the Stamp Act . The concession 
allowed under the proviso to the Explanation of section 25 of the Stamp Act 
in regard to stamp duty, is applicable to transfer duty also . 

11. Inspector General of Registration to issue instructions to registering 
officers . — The Inspector General of Registration may issue such executive
